MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 24.— 
Isracl Harding Noe’s fight to 
win immortality by fasting was 
changed to a fight to save his 
life today, with physicians re- 
sorting to forced feeding to re- 
store strength to his wasted 
body. 

The doctors said they consid- 
ered his condition “grave” but 
not hopeless after 22 days of 
absolute abstinence from food, 
and that three months might be 
required to restore him physic- 
ally.

FISCAL PLANS 
IS ADVOCATED 


Investment Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation Presents Brief 
To Commission

OTTAWA, Jan. 24—If the credit 
@tanding of all governments in 
Canada ts to be restored and 
maintained, long-range fiscal pol- 
icles must be adopted which will 
assure continued ° 
gets, The Investment Dealers’ 
Association of Canada today told 
the Rowell commission. 

A reallocation of fiscal powers 
and responsibilities among the sev- 
eral jurisdictions might prove a 
solution, it.was submitted. However, 
the association recognized federal 
aid might be necessary for some 
rovinces even then, because of 

sie variations in Canadian eco- 
nomie conditions. 


AID AS GRANTS 

That aid might take the form of 
annual subsidies or conditional 
grants for provinces which “did not 
give promise” of a budgetary bal- 
ance, the association suggested. 
Special grants and loans would be 
made on the advice of a permanent 
Dominion grants commission to be} 
set up, working with a national 
consultative committee representa- 
tive of the provinces and the fed- 
eral finance department. 

This committee, meeting regu- 
larly, would act as a clearing house! 


for information on capital works 
programs and general financing 
problems of the provinces and 


would give each province a perspec- 
tive of the relation of its own activi- 
ties to the problems of public fin-| 
ance in the Dominion as a whole.

Dobson said. Total taxes paid to 
dominion, provinces and municipat- 
ities grew from $6,244,000 in 1926 to 
$8,521,000 in 1937—an increase of 36 
per cent. Provincial taxes alone in- 
creased 39 per cent, although the 
number of bank branches operating 
after 1930 had been reduced by 740, 
or 18 per cent. 

NOT ONLY PROVINCE 

Alberta is not the only province 
to tax banks on their capital. The 
banks, to show the inequity of such 
a tax, gave in their brief the exam- 
ple of two banks, one with few 
branches in a province, and the 
other with more. 

In this suppositious case, bank A, 
with $46,000,000 in paid up capital. | 
reserve and undivided profits, had 
two branches in a province. Bank 
B, with $22,500,000 paid up capital, | 
reserve and undivided profits, had) 
10 branches in that province. 

Under a tax of one-tenth of one 
per cent a bank would pay $46,000, 
or $23,000 a branch while bank B 
would pay only $22,500 or $2,250 a 
branch. 

Bank A, therefore, in order to| 
pay the tax, would have to earn 10 
times as much in each branch as 
bank B—and if it could not do so,| 
it would have to close up and get 
out of the province. 


IN ALBERTA CASE 

In the case of Alberta, at the be- 
ginning of 1937 the banks paid $73,-| 
564 in provincial taxes, the brief 
said. At the reguar session, this 
was augmented by a tax, of one-| 
tenth of one per cent on paid up| 
capital, yielding an added $140,000. 
At a later session the province, 
sought to levy an added half of one! 
per cent on capital, plus one per 
cent on reserves and undivided pro- 
fits—-a total of $2,060,000. This 
meant an increase in provincial 
taxes in Alberta in one year of 
more than 3,000 per cent. |

ALLOWANCES ONLY 

The Toronto board of control has decided that 
able-bodied men on relief will have to shovel 
snow off the side-walks, the provincial govern- 
ment agreeing. The Edmonton council learned 
last week that if relief-men are so employed the 
city must not encourage them in the good work 
by paying them a few dollars in cash out of its 
own funds. 

After a seven year wrestle with the relief 
question we seem to have got two points cleared 
up— 

1. There is nothing improper, inexpedient or 
publicly dangerous in using relief-men to clear 
walks and do other odd chores for a city; 

2. But if the city gives them a bit of pocket 
money for so doing, in addition to their relief 
allowances, it is liable to have its government 
grants cut down 

Along with its other attributes the “direct 
relief” system seems to be admirably designed to 
perpetuate the direct relief system. 


STAYING IN 

The U.F.A. is to continue to be a political 
organization. The delegates at the annual con- 
vention so decided, rejecting the alternative that 
it abandon political objectives and confine its 
activities to direct attempts to improve the con- 
ditions of farmers and advance the general inter- 
ests of agriculture. 

In federal affairs the organization will con- 
tinue in affiliation with the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth Federation. Which for practical 
purposes means the U.F.A. will be the C.C.F. 
party in Alberta, being the largest of the feder- 
ated groups. Neither is at present represented 
in parliament, and renewal of the affiliation only 
implies that U.F.A. machinery will be used t 
promote C.C.F. propaganda with a view to 
winning seats at the next federal election 

In the provincial field the U.F.A. will “plow a 
lonely furrow,” the delegates having turned a 
deaf ear to overtures from the Social Credit 
League and the Unity group. The hope being to 
reverse the defeat of 1935 and regain the power 
held from 1921 until that year. With this differ-

No one has to wait for a finding by the Bureau 
of Statistics to know this increase in fees is not 
going to be popular, particularly the ruling that 
a license must be bought for each receiving set. 
There is only one thing that inspires less general 
approval than raising a “tax”; that is, putting on 
a new one. 

The fact of the matter is the CBC needs more 
revenue. Programs and new stations cost money, 
and those who get the service are in line to do the 
paying. It goes without saying that as he is to 
pay more, the listener will expect better value 
for his money, and raise a hubbub if he doesn't 
He is getting better value already, and is 
promised still better as time goes on. 

If the promise is made good, he will not object 
to the extra cost. That is the supposition on 
which the policy of betterment has to rely, and 
no doubt it is correct. There is a “happy medium” 
of course, but the rule is sound that most listen- 
ers would rather pay $2.50 for good programs 
than $2 for programs not so good. And $2.50 
distributed over the year does not amount to 
much per hour of entertainment. 

The same fact—need of money—is given as 
the reason for the new commercial broadcasts, 
about which a good deal of criticism is being 
heard. These commercial contracts, it is stated 
positively, are only temporary money-raising ex- 
pedients designed to get the corporation free of 
debt and pay for stations to reach territory not 
now satisfactorily covered. 

On that basis, the listener may be reasonably 
asked to hold his patience, since the national 
system was projected to reach all parts of the 
Dominion, and no one can want the enterprise to 
get swamped in debt. But, it is to be hoped, this 
temporary expedient will not drag out like the 
“temporary emergency’ we ran into about 
seven years ago.

GIANT ELECTRIC TRANSFORMER FOR 
CANADA 


An illustrated account of the shipping of the 
biggest electric transformer ever exported from 
Britain appears in the December issue of The 
P.L.A. Monthly. 

“The largest electric transformer ever ex- 
ported from Great Britain was lifted into s.s. 
Beaverburn at Surrey Commercial Docks by the 
Authority's floating crane, London Mammoth, 

“Stripped of its auxiliaries and without its 
oil filling the transformer weighed nearly 70 tons. 
It arrived at the docks on a specially constructed 
girder bogie hauled by Diesel tractors, by a route 
planned to avoid bridges not capable of support- 
ing the weight. 


“The transformer was consigned to Canada; 


Beaverburn was one of the last London ships to 
sail for the St. Lawrence before the winter 
freeze-up.” 


THOMAS DUFFERIN PATTULLO

He is the president and general manager of 
British Columbia and he runs this province as one 
would run a successful business. We believe he 
enjoys running it. And he is entitled to enjoy it 
because he is doing a first-class job. 

The fact that Mr. Pattullo is an administrator 
and not a politician puts him in the position that 
he could never win an election unless he had a 
solid record of achievement behind him, 

A premiership won by worth and not by wile 
is worth something. 

This dinner given to him in Vancouver was not 
the tribute of any clique or coterie. 

It was the appreciation of an entire province 
for a career of unusual vigor and unique devofion.

DEBT IN ANCIENT TIMES 

In commenting on the article “The Crisis in 
Alberta,” by W. A. Irwin in McLean's magazine, 
The Albertan agrees with one of the conclusions, 
namely; that the Social Credit movement is an 
agrarian revolt against debt. The Albertan goes 
on to say that if there is a crisis in Alberta it is a 
crisis brought about by the insoluble debt situa- 
tion—debts of farmers, debts of townsmen, of 
municipalities, of towns and cities and the gov- 
ernment itself. 

The conclusion is indisputable and an ack- 
nowledgment of the fundamental cause of unrest 
in this province is due for consideration. While 
attempts have been made to alleviate the debt 
situation the steps taken are totally inadequate 
and not a solution by any means. Debt is an in- 
tegral part of the economic system under which 
we live and there is no need to deny it. Likewise 
it is folly to condemn the system because it is 
responsible for the creation of debts. The authors 
of the Old Testament had a more clear concep- 
tion of debts and a greater understanding of 
economic relationships than modern statesmen 
have so far shown. In pre-Christian days debt 
cancellation was incorporated into religion and 
cancellation of debts every seven years was a 
religious tenet. The statesmen of biblical days 
apparently discerned that inequalities in human 
nature and the uncertainty of the elements would 
result in unequal distribution of the world’s 
goods. And in recognition of these basic realities 
they embraced in their code of human conduct a 
law that at the end of every seven years all debts 
were absolved. Nowadays this would seem a 
drastic method of procedure and perhaps owing 
to the complications the economic system has 
developed would be impractical. However, the 
diagnosis of the results over a definite period of 
years of an economic system serving individual- 
ism still holds good today and the solution devised 
by the statesmen of old is a tribute to their under- 
standing—and that was long before the word 
economist was coined. 

The experience of Alberta, a new country, 
bears out and is proof of the conception arrived at 
thousands of years ago. —- The Flare, Black 
Diamond. 


CBC POLICIES 

In some quarters there is a disposition to ques- 
tion the wisdom of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation's policy of selling “commercial time.” 
The Financial Post goes so far as to call it “a 
critical situation” and is obviously alarmed at 
“the Americanization of Canadian ether” and the 
diversion of advertising revenue to the CBC from 
Canadian newspapers and magazines. It would, 
we think, be as well to keep cool, and concentrate 
rather upon the problems which confront the 
CBC and Canadian radio listeners. They are not 
easy to solve, but they can be solved without any 
very important deviation from the principles 
upon which our national radio was established 

The situation would only be critical if there 
were ground for the belief that the CBC had 
abandoned those principles for good, and was out 
to set itself up as a profit-making corporation 
with only half an eye upon its obligations to the 
Canadian public. Of that there is not the slightest 
danger so long as the control of its policies lies in 
the hands of Mr. Gladstone Murray, its genera! 
manager, and the board of directors under the 
chairmanship of Mr. L. W. Brockington. These 
names are a guarantee of good faith, and the 
directors of the CBC are equally men and women 
devoted to the true interests of national radio. 


You do not achieve national radio by the 
simple device of creating a public corporation to 
handle it. National radio costs money, and the 
CBC must have funds at its disposal to put its 
programmes into effect. Its revenues must be 
sufficient not only to put programmes on the air,

In a severe case of neuritis as evidenced by 
shooting or boring pains, the chief question in 
the mind of the patient is what he can do to 
obtain relief. His whole mind is concentrated 
on just that one problem of getting the pain to 
stop. 

In milder cases, evidenced by such symptoms 
as pains in the arms and legs, weakness of the 
muscles, and numbness or tingling, the need for 
relief is not so urgent; but nevertheless, the 
patient is wondering what he could be doing 

.to banish his symptoms, These mild cases are 

very frequent and are usually not’ correctly 
diagnosed. For example, the arm and leg pains 
So which I have already referred may trouble 
the patient on and off for months without his 
having the slightest idea that they might be a 
form of neuritis. 

Considerable controversy has arisen concern- 
ing the real cause of neuritis. Some physicians 
believe the cause is a toxemia; others regard the 
common forms of neuritis as probably due to a 
lack of vitamin B in the diet. 

Judging from my experience, I believe the 
main cause is a toxic cause—the patient de- 
veloping a systemic toxemia which results in the 
accumulation of toxins around the nerves, which 
accumulation irritates the delicate nerve cells. 
These systemic toxins or poisons are principally 
caused from intestinal poisons. 

Abscessed teeth or diseased tonsils or sinuses 
may act as contributing causes, and treatment 
given to such conditions may in some cases pro- 
duce relief. However, if the patient continues 
to live afterward-as he has before, it will only 
be a short time until sufficient toxins will be 
generated to produce a return of the trouble. 

In addition to this main cause producing 
nerve irritation because of accumulated toxins, it 
is true that a lack of vitamin B in the diet may 
play an important role in producing the symp- 
toms of neuritis, as the vitamin B complex is 
necessary to the body for the nerves to be sound 
and healthy. Lack of sufficient vitamin B is 
therefore a possible cause which must be borne 
in mind. 

A third cause which sometimes operates in 
producing neuritis is a mechanical cause. For 
example, if the spinal vertebrae are slightly out 
of alignment, the impingement upon the nerves 
may easily produce a definite neuritis which 
will only disappear through adjusting the 
affected vertebrae. 

A less frequent cause of neuritis is the use of 
alechol to excess, or the absorption of arsenic 
or lead. 

The successful treatment of neuritis must in 
every case depend upon the removal of the 
cause, whether this cause is a toxemia, a lack of 
vitamin B, or a mechanical cause inducing pres- 
sure. The patient may usually be helped by the 
application of some form of heat, as this will 
relieve the pain temporarily, but lasting im- 
provement will only come by finding the cause 
and removing it. 

I have seen many cases of neuritis in which 
complete recovery has been obtained through 
treatment, with the patients experiencing no re- 
turn whatsoever of their former distress; in other 
cases considerable improvement has been en- 
joyed. However, such recovery and improve- 
ment depend upon the patient finding out what 
to do and then doing it. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—V. J. inquires: “Please give me 
some idea how to cook oyster plant. I see it in 
the store but do not buy it because I do not know 
what to do with it.” 

ANSWER: Oyster plant is a wholesome vege- 
table which should be used as soon as possible 
before the starch has had time to develop. Used 
in this way it may be taken freely and will be 
found to have an agreeable flavor. I suggest 
that you do not scrape the oyster plant, but wash 
it well in clean water and scrub it with a vege- 
table brush. Cut into thin slices and cook in 
plain water, seasoning it when served with but- 
ter if desired. Or, if you wish, you may add a 
small amount of cream for seasoning just before 
serving. When prepared in this way, the flavor 
will slightly resemble that of an oyster stew. 

QUESTION—Mrs. L. P. writes: “I have five 
active children and every so often one of them 
gets a bump which causes a bruise. What treat- 
ment will help?” 

ANSWER: After a bruise the flesh turns black 
and blue, and there usually occurs a limited in- 
jury to the underlying part, even though no 
actual break in the skin is seen. The discoloration 
is due to escape of blood from the small blood 
vessels. Some swelling may also occur. The 
child with a thin, blonde skin is more likely to 
bruise easily than the child with the coloring 
of the brunette and with a comparatively thicker 
skin. As soon as a bruise appears, the best plan 
is to use cold compresses immediately, as these 
will be helpful in lessening the bleeding from 
the small blood vessels. If the bruise is not seen 
until Jater, then use hot towels, The heat will 
be of benefit, particularly if any soreness has 
developed.

They 
have done so, in pert, by signing contracts with 
some of the big Ameritan chain programmes 
which now come over the CBC network and are 
reputed to be providing the CBC with about half 
a million in revenue. This is of course a departure 
from the simon-pure principle of national radio 
But is it not possible that it is by far the best 
way to meet a temporary situation’ 


But, provided that the introduction of these 
commercial programmes is part of a long-range 
policy designed eventually to eliminate advertis- 
ing and only permitted now as an expedient to 
meet a temporary situation, there can be little 
real objection to them. We have the known bona 
fides of the CBC to support the belief that this is 
what it is; and to block their plan only postpones 
the day when the CBC will be strong enough to 
do withou “commercials.” —Winnipeg Free Press.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

This date fifty years ago (January 
24, 1888), was a very important one 
in the history of the Grand Trunk 
railway, for it saw the inaugura- 
tion of Grand Trunk control over 
the Northern and Northwestern 
railways. The old company was 
fighting hard to retain the traffic 
along the lakeshore between Mon- 
treal and Toronto, endangered by 
the C.P.R.’s entrance and its direct- 
ors saw that if they could control 
the traffic from Toronto and Ham- 
ilton to the north they could make 
the C.P.R. pay through the nose. 

The Hamilton and Northwestern 
and the Northern had been aime 
algamated in 1877, and did a very 
fine paying business, except in 
winter when there was much delay 
from snow. Then in the mid-80's 
came the building of the C.P.R. 
main line from Mattawa to Fort 


| William, That sidetracked Toronto 


and industrial Ontario; but in 1886 
the Northern build an extension 
from Gravenhurst to Nipissing 
Junction and thus gave the C.P,. an 
inlet to southern Ontario, And for 
about 20 years all traffic from or 
to the C.P.R. had to pay tribute to 
the G.T.P. Finally, Mr, Ven Horne 
decided that the “time had come 
for a change” and, despite a strong 
G.T. lobby at Ottawa, he got a 
charter and in 1904-5 the C.P, built 
its own line from Sudbury to a 
point on its Toronto-Owen Sound 
line, and was able to stop skimming 
the cream of its rival, 


One consequence was the de- 


| cision of C. M. Hays that the G.T, 


must fight back and invade the C.P, 
transcontinental traffic, Hence the 
Grand Trunk Pacific project which 
at first contemplated only a rail- 
way from North Bay to Winnipeg 
and west. But the Grand Trunk was 
taken for a ride and burdened with 
the National Transcontinental. a 
white elephant then, no matter 
what it may be coming now with 
the opening of the mining wealth.

Another semi-centennial of this 
date has to do with Vancouver 
Islend, There on January 24, 1888, 
an explosion in Wellington colliery 
31 whites and 57 Chinese 
miners, One result was the growth 
of the agitation for the abolition of 
Chinese labor in the mines, and, in- 
cidentally, the development of the 
Socialist party which was so strong 
in the industriel sections of the 
island for over 20 years,

Lamas sym- 
pathetic to them are testing the 
truth of claims that the Dalai Lama 
was reincarnated in a boy discover- 
ed at Jyekurdo by followers of the 
Panchen Lama. 

The tests are unusually severe 
because of the dispute between 
the Dalai and Panchen Lamas 
before their deaihs—-a dispute 
which seemingly descended to 
their supporters. 

The Panchen Lama, worshipped 
as a reincarnation of Buddha him- 
self, attempted to bring educational 
and political reforms to the strange 

country, hemmed in by mountains. 

The Dalai Lama was unquestion- 


ed temporal ruler and Orthodox 
Tibetans resented the Panchen 
Lama's efforts to bring edminis- 


trative reforms into the country’s 
ancient culture. 

The Gudra supporters of the old 
Dalai Lama, strangely enough, re- 
cently have been reported sympa- 
thetic to the young Tibet party 
which advocates some measure of 
modernization of the hitherto un- 
changing land.

TRAM SYSTEM 
SHOWS PROFIT 
OF $21,807.00 


Street Railway Pays $120,- 
342 In Taxes—Passen- 
ger Traffic Up 


Last year the street railway de- 
partment turned in an operating 
surplas of $21,807.48 as compared 
te $17,893.24 in 1936, passenger 
traffic totalling 14,024,017 for the 
year as against 13,904,716 in 1936, 
according to a report prepared by 
Street Railway Supt. Thomas 
Ferrier and released Monday by 
City Comptroller A. A. Campbell. 

Due to the fact, however, that out 
of this surplus the department last 
year had to pay $120,342.14 to the 
city in taxes, the actual result of 
the year's operations was a deficit 
of $98.534.66. The surplus of $17,- 
893.24 in 1936 was tax-free, the pol- 
icy of taxing utilities being adopt- 
ed for the first time in 1937. 


REVENUE 

Total revenue for the street rail- 
way last year was $690,473.88 as 
compared to $682,638.04 in 1936, 
while expenditure totalled $789,008,. 
54 as against $664,744.80 for the year 
| preceding. 

Mileage operated last year to- 
talled 2,417,727, including bus 
operation, the figure for 1936 be- 
ing 2,384,730, 

Seventy-seven passenger cars, 
three sweepers and three work cars 
were in operation last year.

NDY LYTLE, ace columnist of the Toronto Star in things sportive, goes 

to bat for Clarence Campbel] the other day and points out to Presi- 

@ent Calder of the N.H.L. that this business of making his ace referee a 

tutor to a bunch of green officials is just a trifle thick, Herewith are 
Andy's observations: 


“Not only has Campbell lost weight but the gray in his hair has 
Geepened of late and there are distinct lines of strain showing in his 
face. I think, as a matter of news for the private ear of Mr. Calder, 
that he is overworking his latest ace. Definite signs are not lacking 
either, that the business of refereeing games and also diretting his 
aides, is commencing to irk Mr. Campbell not a little. 


“Once you find a referee beginning to snatch at newspaper editions as 
they come hot off the presses and to explain that he pays no &ttention to 
criticism launched at him, you are looking at an official on whom the 
strain has begun to exact its inevitable toll. 

“You can take a rugged, uncaring, hard-swearing man like Mickey 
Jon and point accurately toward him as a hard-boiled guy who takes things 
as they come and does not ever lose sleep over anything that may be 
shouted verbally or in large black-faced print at him. Men of that Spartan 
calibre make the ideal officials. They do not come to us more than some- 
times. 

“Campbel] is quiet and cultured. Spirited and high strung, college- 
bred and a graduate in law and economics, he brings to his hockey tasks 
a more fully trained mind than is at all usual in referees. It is irksome 
to a man of education and fine sensibilities to be continually invited to 
undertake the double task of referee and instructor to weaker colleagues 


“It isn’t any of my business, of course, how the N_HLL. treats its 
employees. But, if they possess in Campbell, an official whom they 
rate above the run of mine official in capability, why ask him to con- 
tinually carry all that extra weight around with him? Mr. Calder, as 
it happens, has assured me that he regards Campbell as a young man 
possessing unusual clarity of vision and business wisdom to a marked 


degree.
